PC To Start Three Buildings Soon 


THREE new buildings costing $1,100,000 will start rising simultaneously at Pres- 
byterian College by next spring, to be ready for use in September, 1965. 


That’s the decision of the PC board of trustees, which authorized construction 
as soon as the architects have completed detailed sketches of the proposed struc- 
tures. President Mare C. Weersing, in making the announcement, lsted these 
buildings as: 


New science hall $500,000 New dining hall ~—-$300,000 
Women’s dormitory_$300,000 


Board action came on recommendation of the trustee building committee and 
with special emphasis that no Federal funds will be sought as loans to help fi- 
ance the project. PC conducted a major capital funds campaign in the South Car- 
olina Synod last year and secured subscriptions totaling almost £1,900,000 for 
endowment and plant additions. Payments on these pledges thus far have reached 
$821,879, with $412,467 of this earmarked for endowment and $409,412 now in 
hand for building purposes. 


Dr. Weersing said the trustees expect the remainder of the funds pledged for 
the building program to be paid during the next two years. They will explore no 
source other than what can be secured through the gifts of friends. 


All three of the new buildings are to be air-conditioned and are to continue 
the colonial Georgian architectural design of the college facilities. Plans call for 
erecting these new structures on an east plaza, to be developed in the same pat- 
tern as the present west plaza. The two avenues of the east plaza will extend across 
the campus area now used for intramural and practice athletic fields. 


The three proposed buildings were major objectives of PC’s 1962 development 


drive. The local Clinton community subscribed $300,000 for the 120-girls’ dormi- 
tory, to be known as Clinton Hall.

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More Co-eds Welcomed Here Next September 


PC to Admit 35 Freshman Girls 
As Co-education Program Expands 


Toward Women’s Dormitory in 1965 


GIRLS in increasing numbers will be accepted at 

Presbyterian College, starting next September, 
as the College prepares to usher in a new era of full 
co-education. 

Plans are underway to admit some 35 women 
resident students as freshmen for the 1964-65 session. 
They will be housed in temporary facilities during 
the first year, looking to the completion of PC’s first 
women’s dormitory by the fall of 1965. 

At that time, an additional 50 girls will enter as 
freshmen and join the earlier group as the first resi- 
dents of the new dormitory. The building’s full ca- 
pacity of 120 students will be achieved in 1966, thus 
providing for the balanced admission of women over 
a three-year period. 

Presently, there are 33 women registered for the 
1963-64 session, including 10 resident students housed 
in a campus home. 

Beyond the first dormitory, a second women’s 
dormitory is included in future projections to bring 
the enrollment of resident girls to 240. Combined 
with the expected day student enrollment of 60 girls, 
the women’s total will reach 300 among the ultimate 
enrollment of 900 students proposed for Presbyterian 
College. 

Girls have been associated with PC, in limited 
degree, almost continuously since its founding. Three 
women students composed the first graduating class 
to receive degrees from Presbyterian College back 
in 1883. They were day students from the local com- 
munity, like most of the other women students who 
have followed in their wake. 

This fact points up a tradition of educating women 
at PC within the framework of the liberal arts pro- 
gram for men. Now, responding to the request of 
church leaders, Presbyterian College seeks to provide 
further for the increasing educational needs of our 
young women. 

In addition to resident facilities, this change will 
mean an expansion of the present program to include 
those essential elements distinctive of women’s edu-

cation. Consideration already is being given to 
greater emphasis on fine arts (especially in the realm 
of music), to expansion of women’s social activities 
and extra-curricular opportunities, and to an effec- 
tive program of physical education. 

A dean of women will be added to the staff to 
give special attention to the development of a well- 
balanced program. More women teachers will join 
the one now on the PC faculty. 

The new dormitory will include air-conditioning, 
attractively appointed rooms and other modern con- 
veniences necessary to the proper accommodation 
of young ladies. Its colonial Georgian style of archi- 
tecture will follow the present campus design. This 
building and the second women’s dormitory to fol- 
low will be situated at the end of a newly developed 
plaza, extending east between two avenues from 
Neville Hall, to match the present west plaza. 

Mounting applications from young ladies in recent 
years attest to the need of this expanded program 
at Presbyterian College. College officials have been 
forced to discourage these applications because of 
lack of proper facilities. They now urge high school 
girls and their families to consider PC in the light 
of this re-stated purpose: 

“The purpose and goal of Presbyterian College is 
the education of young men and women in the realm 
of liberal arts and sciences within a distinctively 
Christian context.”

Continuing its musical program on “The Story of 
the Covenant,” the Presbyterian College robed choir 
will give 23 performances before church congrega- 
tions in five states during the 1963-64 concert season. 


The program of sacred music and worship is 
developed around 13 spirituals and anthems adapted 
for the 31 male voices of the PC group. It is under 
the direction of Conductor Eduoard Patte, whose 
leadership of the Presbyterian College choir has ex- 
tended over 17 years and more than 600 concerts.

The program of academic scholarships — with 
grants ranging up to $5,600 each—is announced for 
the 1964-65 session at Presbyterian College. 

High school seniors of superior intellectual 
achievement are urged to seek this opportunity for 
financial assistance to attend college. 

Approximately ten Founder’s Scholarships, rang- 
ing from $1,200 up to $5,600 each, will be awarded 
to incoming freshmen next year. Each scholarship 
will pay from $300 to $1,400 per year for four years 
to the student who qualifies on the basis of intellect, 
leadership, character and need. These awards are 
competitive. Application deadline: December 20. 

A group of Honor Scholarships, newly instituted 
this year, is designed primarily for select semi- 
finalists in the National Merit program. 

in addition, Valedictory Scholarships, each 
amounting to $1,000 for the four years of study, are 
available to first-honor high school graduates and 
certain second-honor graduates. And Ministerial 
Scholarships, also providing $1,000 over four years, 
are available to candidates for the ministry. 

High school seniors may obtain further information 
from their principals, Presbyterian ministers or from 
the director of admissions atPC.
